At the 
Distillery, the min,mum for men is 60c. At the Chemical plant for 
permanent workers, the minimum is 52c per hour. The wage for men 
at the Distillery starts at 60c and increases up to 90c per hour The 
maximum at the Soap Works is 65c, with the exception of two men 
who get 70c.

slated an offer of wage increases had been made mostly to members of 
the Committee with the expectation that this offer would be satisfac- 
ory and the committee would induce the women workers and the 
ewer paid men workers to return at the old wage.

This means an increase up to 40f \ 
in production with a decrease of 50< ( in the number of workers em­ 
ployed. i reduction in the Flake Department has increased in the last 
year jrom 900 boxer of flakes to 1700 boxes with the same amount 
of help, an increase of SCO boxes a day in 8 hours’ work. There has 
keen an increase in production in every department. 


It was also conceded at this hearing in New York on July 17, that 
the Company never had made any profits until after 1937, that is, after 
the plant was organized and a union functioning therein. With this 
lessening of labor cost and increase of production, the members of the 
Scapworkers Local industrial Union, No. 366, of C I. O., feel that the 
small increase of wages for which they now contend is’justified and 
that the management is well able to pay it.
